A NEW ISSUE OF $50}. 
‘BANK NOTES. 


CLEVER FORGERY AMONG THE 


REASONS FOR CHANGE. ! 


CIRCULATION SOON. 


A new issue of fifty-dollar notes 
is belng mado almost immediately 
by the Hongkong and: Shanghai 
Banking Corporation in pursuance 
of their policy of changing the 
form of .tholr: various Issucd. in 
the past tho one, five and ten 
dollar notes have been changed 
and the' now issuo of fifty-dollar 
one js now ready and circulation 
will probably start to-morrow. 


Green is the predominant colour]. 


of the new notes on both the face 
and back ond makes o_atriking 
contrast o the existing fifty-dollar 
note which {s mainly purple. The 
new note has a figure on tho left 
hand sido of the face while the 
other aside Is occupied with tho 
whito water-marked space. - 
watermark Is a figure of Britannia, 
similar to thab on the newer ono 
and five-dollar notes, while, the 
amount “60” is-also watermarked 
wnder the figure. The watermark 
is in an oval similar to that on 
tre brown flve-dollar notes but, ae 
course, on the other side. 


The new note has also a slight 
purple tinge in parts, and the 
ustal coat of arms and Chinese 
scene appears at thé top in the 
centre of the face of the banknote. 
The number is printed twice on 
the front:and four times on the 
back, which {s also in green. Un- 
like. the old fifty-dollar notes 
which had fairly lange white 
corners around, the purple print- 
ing, the new nbte js covered with 
design up to the margin and Is of 
u general, yery attractive appear- 
ance, ; 

Another;reason for the change 
fs that a clever forgery of fifty- 
Aollar notes haa been discovered 
and apart from the general policy 
of making new {ssues all round, 
this emphasised the necessity for 
a change. In due course the exist- 
ing one-hundred dollar ‘note will 
be ro-designed but the issue of the 
new note for the larger denomina- 
tion will ‘not come for some con- 
siderable time, 


For the first time, fifty-dollar 
notes will now bear tho signature 
of the Hon. Mr. A. 6. Hynes, the 
chief manager of the Bank. On 
the apecimen note seen by ao 
Telegroph *‘ representative "this 
morning there. was no signature in- 
the space reserved for that of tho 
ehief accountant,
